D rive 100 miles straight down 
from the Canadian border 
into the little panhandle of 
Idaho, and you’ll come across a charm- 
ing all-American town with an intrigu- 
ing European name. In fact, the town 
was originally named after the Coeur 
d’Alene tribe indigenous to the region 
— a name that was given to them by 
French traders meaning that they were 
tough business people. 

Today, the town of 44,000 that most 
people in the Pacihc Northwest simply 
call CDA is less tough and more dedi- 
cated to rest and relaxation. In fact, the 
main focal point of the region is beauti- 
ful Coeur d’Alene Lake, a 25-mile-long 
body of fresh water that is a source of 
recreation and tranquility throughout 
the year, and a delightful destination 
for vacationers and homeowners. There 
are also another 50 or so lakes within a 
50 mile radius of the town. As a result. If 
it floats or splashes, you can enjoy it in 
northern Idaho. 

If you’d rather experience the great 
outdoors with your feet on the ground, 
hiking and running trails are abundant 
in the area. The beach and activities at 
Indian Point Park are extremely popu- 
lar in the warm summer months when 
temperatures hit the low 90s, but the 
lake water rarely gets above 70 degrees. 
Downtown CDA is equally remark- 


able for a community of its size. In just 
a six block area, you’ll hnd more than 
100 independently-owned restaurants 
and stores providing exciting shopping 
and dining opportunities that are often 
limited to much larger communities. 
Wood-bred pizza, craft breweries, gal- 
lery walks and hand-crafted furniture 
and art are among the selection. 

Coeur d’Alene is home to three col- 
leges, creating an energetic, youthful 
vibe and providing numerous cultural 
activities for the community. About 
20 minutes from downtown. Old Mis- 
sion State Park is a great source of his- 
tory and learning about the region. The 
park is home to the oldest building in 
Idaho, built between 1850 and 1853 by 
Jesuit missionaries and members of the 
Coeur d’Alene tribe. Check the calen- 
dar of events as the park is frequently 
used for ceremonies and powwows by 
the tribe. Plus, the park is adjacent to 
the 72-mile Coeur d’Alene biking trail, 
so bring your bikes along and get some 
great exercise along the banks of the 
Kahnderosa River. 

Two small, but lovely ski mountains 
near CDA keep the community busy 
throughout the year, along with snow- 
mobiling and hunting, but it’s really 
summer when northern Idaho comes 
alive.

This massive entryway makes no mis- 
take about the magnihcent features 
that lie ahead. The 550-pound chan- 
delier announces its presence with 
nature-inspired adornments — a 
nice complement to the entwined 
metal railings — with towering timber 
trusses overhead to boot. An equally 
expansive stone surround serves mul- 
tiple functions as an entry focal point, 
hearth to the great room and gateway 
to the main areas of the home, allow- 
ing it to gradually unveil itself as visi- 
tors walk through the space. Impres- 
sive canvases, intricate sculptures and 
hnely woven blankets, rugs and tapes- 
tries line the space, providing a per- 
sonal touch.

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How much do timber homes cost per square foot? 


THIS QUESTION IS SIMILAR TO ASKING 
"How much does a new car cost?" The 
answer is, "It depends." Many variables influ- 
ence this cost, and a rough estimate is gener- 
ally only possible after you have selected a ba- 
sic floor plan, frame design, type of wood and 
degree of finish. While the cost is variable, it is 
possible to estimate that the cost of a timber- 
framed structure is comparable to a well-built 
custom home with extensive cathedral ceilings 
and open space with similar finishes. 

Some builders provide a cost per square 
footage range, but it is important to understand 


what affects this range in order to compare the 
cost of different projects. Square footage can 
be calculated to include the heated space only 
or it can include non-heated spaces such as a 
porch or garage. It would be inaccurate to com- 
pare a cost per square footage estimate for 
heated space only with another estimate that 
includes both heated and non-heated spaces. 

Beyond the timber frame, many of your 
design choices will affect the finished square 
footage cost. If you like stucco and slate roofs, 
you will be in a higher price range than if you 
decide on asphalt shingles. Hybrids — mak- 
ing the choice to do part of the project as a 
timber frame and part as stick building — can 
sometimes make a project more affordable. 

In hybrid projects, you can timber frame the 


public areas and build the wings with structural 
insulating panels. 

Fundamentally, there are three variables in- 
volved in the building process: size, quality, and 
budget. You can set two of these, and the third 
variable will be decided for you automatically. 
Rather than sacrificing quality for a large home 
if your budget is tight, consider challenging 
your designer to design high quality, comfort- 
able, smaller spaces. After all, any project — at 
any size — can have heavy timber designed 
into it. 

The Tmber Frame Business Council (timber 
frame.org) is a North American non-profit trade 
association providing information and resourc- 
es to support the timber frame industry. 




Hit the Deck 


WITH THE SUMMER SEASON right around the 
corner, we're all getting ready to open our win- 
dows, step outside and soak up every last second 
of the warm-weather months. And what better 
way to make the most of the great outdoors 
than with a deck? But before putting shovel to 
soil, you'll need to do some thorough planning to 
ensure you'll build a deck that you and your family 
will love and use frequently. 

Function. Most people use their deck for 
dining outside, so think about positioning your 
deck in a way that allows for an entrance into 
your home's kitchen. To accommodate eating out- 
doors, many homeowners incorporate an octagon 
or bump-out space on their deck to separate the 


table and chairs into their own designated dining 
area. A screened-in area, such as a gazebo, 
would also work for this type of setting. 

Layout. Take a walk around your yard — or 
construction site — and map out your potential 
deck using rope or a garden hose. Use 2-foot 
increments when deciding on the size of your 
deck since lumber is typically cut to 8-foot, 
10-foot, 12-foot and 16-foot lengths. Picking a 
standard size deck that adheres to these mea- 
surements will save on scrap materials and, in 
turn, money. 

Square footage. When thinking about 
the depth of your deck, consider how far your 
deck's joists can span before you'll need to add 
another beam. (This can be costly if you have 
to add another complete set of piers to hold up 
your deck.) Just short of 1 2 feet is the maximum 
span common for 2-by-8-inch joists under most 
conditions, but with an added cantilever, a 14- 
foot deck can be built from one set of piers and 
beams. 

Railing spacing. Typically, deck railings are 
required for any deck more than 30 inches above 
the ground, and for stairs with five or more 
steps. The height of a deck railing often needs to 
be between 36 and 42 inches. The regulations 
for spacing between balusters usually calls for 4 
to 6 inches, and the space between your deck 
floor and the bottom of the railing should be 2 to 
4 inches. 




Once your deck is complete, 
you'll need to protect your 
investment. Stains like the new 
SuperDeck product from Sher- 
win-Williams (sherwin-williams. 
com) will coat your wood, repel 
water and protect your deck 
from mildew and algae.

Lay Out Your 
Landscape 


A step-by-step guide to 
designing the perfect yard 


M uch like building your 
dream timber home, de- 
veloping a landscape de- 
sign takes a well-thought-out plan. 
Before getting your hands dirty (lit- 
erally), you’ll need to create a list of 
existing landscape elements that you 
want to keep, as well as new features 
that you’d like to add. Next, mock 


up a basic plan for your property, 
highlighting the three major areas 
that every yard should include: a 
public area, a service area and liv- 
ing area, and what desired features 
will be located where. And last, you’ll 
need to hnalize the plan — all be- 
fore purchasing a single tree, shrub 
or flower. 


STEP 1: CREATE A WISH LIST 

Before focusing on the changes and 
additions you want to make to your 
property, hrst make a list of the existing 
features that you want to keep. For ex- 
ample, are there groups of old-growth 
trees that you’d like to stay? Or maybe 
you want to base your plan on the nat- 
ural landscape, which might include 
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existing wildflowers or tall grasses. 

From there, think about what 
outdoor features you’d like to add, 
space permitting. Some possibili- 
ties include: 

■ A brick, stone or wood patio 

■ An open area for playing sports 
or entertaining larger crowds 

■ Flower beds or borders 

■ A sectioned-off garden for vege- 
tables or specibc flower species 

■ A water feature, such as a Koi

groundcover or flowers, although some ideas 
of plant size will be helpful when drawing 
to scale. Once the general plan is complete, 
search catalogs or local nurseries to select 
appropriate plants based on size, shape and 
shade versus sun needs.

STEP 2: CREATE A BASIC PLAN 

After making a list of existing ele- 
ments to work around and what fea- 
tures you want to add, it’s time to draw 
up a basic landscape plan. Here’s what 
this plan should include: your prop- 
erty line; the location of your home’s 
footprint; utilities (both above and 
below ground); existing plants that 
you want to keep; walkways; driveways; 
and topographic considerations, such 
as boulders, creeks or slopes in the 
land. (Before hnalizing your design, 
you’ll need to take accurate measure- 
ments and consider scale, but you 
don’t need to worry about that now. 
With that said, you should try to draw 
your base plan with realistic propor- 
tions in mind.) 

A drawing of your property with 
all of these elements will be the base 
for your second drawing, which will 
include the public, service and living 
areas. 

Public Area, This is the part of your 
landscape that is visible from the front 
of the house and the street. 

Sendee Area, This area is not seen 
from the front of the home but still has 
easy access from the drive. Here, you 
might have a space for garbage cans, a 
compost heap, a shed or a sectioned- 
off garden. 

Liidng (Private) Area, This area is 
meant to extend the home’s living area 
into the outdoors. This space may be 
home to a patio or deck, a water fea- 
ture, or a recreation area. 

STEP 3: 

DRAW UP YOUR FINAL PLAN 

Next you’ll want to add the desired fea- 
tures for your landscape. An easy way 
to do this is to place a sheet of tracing 
paper over your basic plan and draw in 
the features. This will give you an idea 
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of how much space is available and will 
allow you to move the features around 
for the best layout. You’ll then need 
to determine more accurate measure- 
ments for each item and ht them in 
more precisely. 

Next, you’ll draw in the specihc 
landscaping needs for each of the 
three areas. 

For the public area, the landscap- 
ing should blend the house into the 
surrounding area so it appears inviting 
and natural. You may also want to use 
trees to frame the house and mulch 
beds to break up the open lawn spaces. 
In the public area, remember that the 
doorway is the focal point, so plant- 
ings should lead visitors’ eyes to the 
entrance. To create this effect, you can 
place larger plants at the corners and 
graduate to smaller plants as you move 
closer to the door. 

Because the service area isn’t 
meant to be seen, screenings are very 
important. Some options for screens 
are fencing, plant materials to form 
hedges, or a combination of both. 
They should be positioned to block 
views from the living area, the public 
area and neighbors’ yards. 

The living (private) area, generally 
located behind the house, needs to be 
functional and comfortable, as well 
as attractive. Shrubbery or fencing of 
some type can be used here for added 
privacy. Because you’ll most likely be 
using this area the most during the 
warm-weather months, make sure to 
incorporate protection from the sun’s 
rays in the form of large trees or an 
overhang of some sort. You might also 
want to include a patio here to use for 
dining or entertaining, as well as all- 
weather lighting to accent plant ma- 
terials at night and provide light for 
evening use. ■

W ITHANAVERAGELIFESPANof 
20 years, windows stick 
around your house much 
longer than most home hxtures. That’s 
quite an investment of time and mon- 
ey, and it’s one of the main reasons 
you’ll want to spend some time famil- 
iarizing yourself with window options 
before you buy. “Too many consumers 
simply agree with whatever window 
recommendation their builder makes, 
and that’s a mistake,” says Christopher 
Burk, a product manager at Simonton 
Windows.

what^ey are: Double-hung windows look like 
single-hungs, but both the bottom and top sash 
can open. 

pros: Double-hungs give you the freedom of 
opening either sash, which enhances air flow 
and is safer for children or pets. Many double- 
hungs have tilt-in sashes for easy cleaning. 
com: You can expect to pay a bit more for the 
convenience of a double-hung.

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3. TRY A SLIDER 

what they are: Imagine a double- or single-hung 
window turned on its side, and that's pretty much 
what a horizontal slider is. As the name suggests, 
these doors slide open horizontally rather than 
vertically. 

pros: Sliders create a good seal for energy-effi- 
ciency. They're also easier to open than double- or 
single-hung windows. 

com: Not available in as many sizes or materials as 
double- or single-hung windows. Plus, only half the 
window can be opened at one time, so they don't 
allow in as much breeze as casement windows. 


4. CRANK IT OPEN EASILY 
WITH CASEMENT 

what ^ey are: Casement windows are hinged 
at the side and crank open, usually to a full 90 
degrees. 

pros: Casements are the easiest to operate, offer 
the best view, allow the most airflow and create 
the tightest seal for energy-efficiency, 
cows; They can get damaged if left open in the 
rain, are not a good choice for high-traffic areas 
like decks and patios, and lack the middle rails and 
other design features of single- and double-hung 
windows. 
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5. ASK ABOUT AWNINGS 

what they are: Awning (or hopper) 
windows operate sinnilarly to casement 
windows. But they typically open at the 
bottom rather than the side, and they open 
only partially. 

pros: Less expensive than casement 
windows. 

cons: Don't let in as much breeze as 
casement windows; are typically oriented 
horizontally, so they don't look as good in 
as many different areas of the home. 


6. JALOUSIE = JALOPY? 

what they are: Also called louvered win- 
dows, jalousie windows consist of a series 
of horizontal glass panels that open and 
close on each other like window blinds. 
/?ro5: Jalousies have an interesting, classic 
look; they allow the most outside air in; 
might be a good choice for a porch or four- 
season room. 

com: They are terrible for keeping out 
the elements, as the glass panes really 
don't create a seal; recommended only in 
warmer climates, if at all; many building 
codes don't even allow them anymore.

In addition to your home's 
windows, exterior doors can 
provide a preview of what's in- 
side or completely contradict a 
home's interior; either way, they 
should be somewhat consistent 
with the exterior design, particu- 
larly in the front. Wind, humidity 
and extreme temperatures can 
cause corrosion and will dam- 
age any door on your home 
that's ill equipped for harsh 
weather. Style decisions include 
everything from panel design 
to wood species to windows — 
tempered glass inserts, side- 
lights and custom carvings add 
character.

A Montana couple opts to buy an existing timber 
home in lieu of building one on their own.

I F THE MERE THOUGHT of planning 
and building a custom timber 
home from scratch leaves you 
feeling stressed, take heart — there is 
another way you can get your dream 
retreat. The secret? Buy an existing 
timber home. In fact, that’s exactly 
what Rick and Diana Nash did when 
they set out to create a getaway near 
Bigfork, Montana. 

“We weren’t specihcally looking 
for a timber home, but as soon as we 
found this place, we knew it was the 
perfect ht,” recalls Rick. “It wasn’t just 
the house, but more about the whole 
setting — the way the site sloped gen- 
tly down to the water created a safe 
approach which was important to us 
since our son was young at the time.” 

Set on hve acres on the shores 
of picturesque Flathead Lake, the 
5,500-square-foot home features every- 
thing the Nash family dreamed of and 
more. Dehned by a beautiful hr frame, 
the home boasts striking truss work, 
great open spaces and distinctive tex- 
tured walls. 

“It’s dramatically different from our 
full-time home in Missoula,” explains 
Rick. “The words wow’ and ‘awesome’ 
certainly sum up our initial reaction to 
the place.” 

Looking at the timber frame, it’s 
easy to see why the home is awe-inspir- 
ing to all who enter through its doors. 
Structural in some areas and decora- 
tive in others, the stately Douglas hr 
frame features 8-by-l 2-inch timbers 
stained in a walnut hue. A dramatic 
vaulted ceiling in the great room re- 
veals the true beauty of the frame. 
“This is our favorite area of the 









home,” shares Rick. “We just love the 
way the room feels so spacious, and it’s 
great to sit by the fire and admire the 
beauty of both the interior and the ex- 
terior views that the setting offers.” 

The floor plan, created by retired 
builder Russ Edmonston of Bigfork, 
marries practicality and aesthetics. The 
home features four bedrooms and five 
baths, with the majority of the pub- 
lic living space set on the main level. 
Natural light pours in from all sides, 
and a loft level provides close-up views 


of trees and nature. Decks and pa- 
tios serve up plenty of outdoor living 
space, seamlessly blending the barrier 
between outside and in. 

“The house offers spectacular views 
of the lake, woodland and wildlife,” says 
Rick. “We have plenty of deer, and we 
even had a black bear build a bed down 
by the cottonwoods near the lake.” 

Inside the home, the decor hints 
at the beauty of nature outside. The 
home’s defining feature is its use of 
paint and texture on the plaster walls.

workshop area. 


Reddish hues suggest adobe roots, 
paying homage to a guest ranch that 
the family owns in Arizona. Flagstone 
floors continue this theme. 

“The textured walls really appealed 
to us,” recalls Rick. “We’d looked at 
other homes with similar safe water 
approaches, but nothing compared to 
the overall beauty of this house. It was 
in great condition, and the design de- 
tails just really caught our attention.” 

Another selling point for the Nash- 
es was the inclusion of a 3,500-square- 
foot guest cottage on the property, 
which serves as both garage space and 
extra living quarters. It was unhnished 


when the Nashes purchased the prop- 
erty, but they hnished it a few years 
ago. “It’s now a great area for our teen- 
age son and his friends,” says Rick. 

Outside, relaxation areas abound, 
from inviting balconies and stone pa- 
tios, to a spacious gazebo overlooking 
the lake. The property also boasts a 
concrete dock and a boat lift station, 
as well as an organic cherry orchard. 
Spruce trees, lush perennials and na- 
tive flowers dehne the rest of the land- 
scape, providing great texture and col- 
or throughout every season of the year. 

Whether the Nash family is enjoy- 
ing the serenity of the great outdoors 


or spending time together inside savor- 
ing the lake and mountain views, they 
know they have found a true gem. Best 
of all, the biggest decision they had to 
make was simply when to move in. 

“Other than a minor easement is- 
sue that the former owners had to ad- 
dress, it was a really smooth process,” 
recalls Rick. 

The family agrees that there’s deh- 
nitely something to be said for buying 
an existing home — it’s a great way to 
get a custom look without having to 
fret over every design detail. And, who 
knows, choosing this stress-free path 
might even add a few years to one’s life.

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In keeping with the natural mountain 
aesthetic, the home's exterior features 
a mix of stone and timber materials 
typically found in the area. Stacked 
stone and wood columns alongside an 
arched timber entryway and pergola 
lend curb appeal to the simple design. 
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F or twenty years, the Bradshaws 
spent their summers carefree in 
the Great Smoky Mountains of 
Tennessee, hshing, hiking and exploring 
the local sites. So, when grandchildren 
started Riling out Jack and Wendy’s fam- 
ily tree a few years ago, they decided it was 
time to lay down more permanent roots. 

They bought a rental cabin in 2009, 
but it wasn’t long before they outgrew the 
small space. ‘With five grandchildren, it’s 
a lot of people, a lot of noise and a lot 
of fun,” Wendy says. ‘We needed a bigger 
place where we could all be together and 
still be comfortable.” 

When a well-timed phone call came 


from a realtor letting them know of an 
ideal site nearby, the couple jumped at 
the chance to begin building a new va- 
cation home to fit their family. “It was a 
matter of being at the right place at the 
right time,” Jack explains. “It’s a gated 
community with great views.” 

Settling on a design came as easy as 
finding the property. For years, Wendy 
had been saving magazine pictures of 
log and timber homes she loved, so there 
was no question of what they were after. 
She was drawn to open, amply-sized floor 
plans and a no-fuss decorating approach. 
Jack wanted a design that would take ad- 
vantage of the killer views and blur the

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line between inside and out. 

To ensure they could check every 
box on their wish list and stay within 
budget, they enlisted the help of Chris 
and Bo Sparks, founders of Custom 
Timber Log Homes. In them, the 
Bradshaws found a visionary team 
who could translate their ideas into a 


dream home. “They would come to us 
with an idea of what they wanted, and 
we would try a few things out until we 
got it right,” Bo says. 

Inside the 4,000-square-foot timber 
beauty — “a hybrid that combines a heavy 
timber roof system, Hardiboard and log 
elements,” says Chris — an open layout 


invites the family to gather for food and 
conversation. Below, a basement sepa- 
rated into two wings by a shared den of- 
fers a functional, out-of-the-way retreat 
for visitors. ‘They wanted the main level 
to be everything they needed and the 
lower level to function as a private area 
for their kids and grandkids,” says Chris.

Above it all, an open loft with an adjacent 
game room and “mancave” delivers extra 
square footage and promises fun for kids 
of all ages. 

Comfortable furnishings and kid- 
friendly fabrics hll all three levels. “We 
didn’t want anyone to have to worry 
about who was touching what,” says 
Wendy. “We wanted everyone to just 
come and relax.” 

And, if you ask Jack, there is no better 
place to relax than in one of the home’s 
many outdoor areas. “We’re on a natural 
path for the wildlife, so the back porch is 
the best place to sit with a glass of wine 
and watch for bears,” he says. With the 
eye-catching scenery and seating you can 
sink into, its no wonder the porches and 
patios take the prize for the home’s most 
popular gathering spots. Off the main 
floor, an outdoor porch with generous 
overhangs expands living space when the 
gang is all in town. Direcdy below, a stone 
patio with walk-out access from the base- 
ment draws the grandkids like a magnet 
and affords parents and grandparents 
beautiful views while they look on. 

Now, nearly three decades after the 
Bradshaws hrst began vacationing in 
the area, the couple says that summers 
are much the same as they always were 
— hlled with family and fun. Only now, 
they’re even better. “We feel so blessed 
that we have this,” Wendy says. “It’s ev- 
erything we ever wanted.”

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Farmhouse Style 

Vintage appeal meets modern design 
in a home style that has stood the test of time. 
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A s American as apple pie, 
we’re all familiar with the 
classic farmhouse. From the 
17th-century green-shuttered home 
made famous in the pages of Anne of 
Green Gables to the white picket-fenced 
nod to the American Midwest in Field 
of Dreams, images of these simple-yet- 
stately homes are icons in American 
culture. 

But what dehnes the farmhouse 
style? And what characteristics contrib- 
ute to its long-lasting appeal? To start, 
take a look back in time. “In the past, 
families required simple structures that 
provided shelter, gave them a place 
to entertain and live in comfort, and 
American farmhouses have always met 
the needs of the families who lived 
where they worked,” explains Jennifer 
Hastings, customer representative at

Yankee Barn Homes in Grantham, New 
Hampshire. 

To meet those basic needs, the farm- 
house was initially influenced solely by 
function and geography. What resulted 
was a sturdy, no-nonsense house that 
was built to last — a space that was often- 
times created over years of additions. In 
fact, many farmhouses began as very 
modest structures, often just two rooms 
wide and one room deep. “As the fam- 
ily grew and they needed more space, 
the farmer could expand the house as 
needed,” says Hastings. “If you look at 
historic farmhouses, you’ll notice that 
many have seemingly random ells and 
wings that were added as needed to ac- 
commodate these changes.” 

The medium used to build farm- 
houses has also changed over time. 
American colonists built the earliest 


farmhouses in the 1 8th century, often 
made from rough-hewn logs, native 
stone or mud. In the mid-I9th century, 
when railroads began transporting ma- 
terials across the country, homes were 
built from brick, lumber and quarried 
stone. This access to materials, particu- 
larly milled lumber, allowed farmhouse 
builders to also incorporate details to 
reflect the times, such as ornate porch 
columns for a Greek revival farmhouse, 
or stained glass and jigsaw-cut trim to 
give a Gothic flavor. 

THE MODERN FARMHOUSE 

That choice of style paired with tradi- 
tional roots is what makes the farm- 
house look one that’s stood the test of 
time. “Farmhouses represent strength 
and simplicity — a home that was built 
to last,” says Hastings. “Today’s timber

home owners are looking for that same 
classic, clean and simple feel, com- 
bined with a back-to-nature lifestyle. 
The American farmhouse symbolizes 
that ideal.” 

To achieve this look — one that’s 
particularly popular in the Midwest and 
northeastern part of the United States 
— there’s no one style to stick with, but 
there are certain qualities that will give 
your home that authentic farmhouse 
feel. For example, many farmhouse- 
style houses feature a straightforward, 
functional design with a one-and-a-half 
or two-story plan, Hastings explains. 

Other hallmarks of the farmhouse 
look include: 

■ White or light-colored exteriors, 
including traditional horizontal 
siding, cladding, board and batten, 
and Hardie plank 

■ Side gable end roofs 

■ Welcoming front porches with 
enough room for seating 

■ Small, simple windows because large 
panes of glass weren’t available back 
then, although many contemporary 
designs incorporate more glass in 
the structures 

■ Metal roofs on the porch 

■ Well-sized fireplaces for functional 
and aesthetic purposes 


To top off the look, finishes can vary 
from classic or rustic, to modern and 
even contemporary, depending on the 
client’s tastes, Hastings says. “Many of 
our clients opt for the clean lines of a 
classic farmhouse with modern ameni- 
ties to pay homage to the history of the 
style while still keeping things fresh and 
up to date.” 

INCORPORATING 
YOUR TIMBER FRAME 

So how will your timber frame go to- 
gether with a farmhouse home? Per- 
fectly. Conduct a quick Internet search 
for “timber frame farmhouse,” and 
you’ll be bombarded with photos, plans 
and design tips for this style of home. 
Why? Because timber frames and farm- 
houses go hand-in-hand, thanks to 
their historical relevance, simple lines 
and family-oriented designs. That’s 
right — even though the farmhouses of 
yesterday featured more formal areas 
in the front of the home (we’re talking 
about dining and living rooms that are 
often left out in more modern houses) , 
their focus has always been on includ- 
ing space to accommodate the family. 

Fortunately, timber-frame design 
lends itself to this style of living, boast- 
ing size options and open layouts. In 
the case of a more scaled-down design 
(perhaps in a farmhouse kitchen or 


bedroom) , the beauty of the frame will 
draw eyes upward, making the room 
feel larger. On the other hand, in open 
areas such as the main living spaces, 
the frame connects the volumes and 
brings them down to a more human 
scale due to the warmth of the wood 
and the joinery. 

And it’s that open feeling that’s 
perhaps the biggest advantage of us- 
ing a timber frame for the structure 
of your farmhouse home. Because of 
the way the frame is constructed, the 
home’s outer shell rests comfortably on 
the home’s frame, lending itself to an 
open-concept design that’s casual and 
informal, while still visually impressive. 
Plus, a less-structured layout means 
you’ll be able to modify your home’s in- 
terior living spaces as your lifestyle and 
needs change over time. 

Also, because timber homes can 
use a variety of exterior materials hav- 
ing nothing to do with the inside, they 
can take on any style. Unlike log homes 
or regionally-styled homes, no exterior 
shell or materials define the look of 
timber-frame houses, which is why the 
finishing options you choose make such 
a huge impact on the overall aesthetic 
of your home, and give you the oppor- 
tunity to create a true farmhouse. ■

Timber’s 
Curb Appeal 

Timber accents on your home's exterior offer visual clues 
to the symphony of wood inside.

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O LD World timber homes 
are easy to spot in Europe. 
That’s because the crafts- 
men of yesteryear placed the timber 
frames on the outside of the struc- 
tures, announcing to passersby that 
this home was built to stand the test 
of time. 

This approach looked wonderful, 
but it wasn’t exactly energy efficient. 
Nor did it protect the timbers from the 
damaging effects of weather, which ex- 
plains why modern timber frames are 
placed within the air-conditioned space 
of the home. 

But that doesn’t mean you have to 
be secretive about the sturdy beams in- 
side. With some thought and planning, 
you can visually communicate your 
home’s aesthetic appeal to the world. 
Here are strategies designers recom- 


mend to bring architectural vitality to 
the outside of your home. 

MAKE AN ENTRANCE 

The front entry area is the most logi- 
cal space to announce you’ve invested 
in a timber home, says architect Kath- 
erine Hillbrand with SALA Architects 
in Stillwater, Minnesota. “The elegant 
wood joinery at the entrance can re- 
mind friends and visitors of the time- 
less craftsmanship of what’s inside,” she 
says. 

Deciding on the exterior appeal 
is like commissioning a handcrafted 
piece of furniture — you have many 
options, depending on your needs and 
budget. Some entryways feature trusses, 
such as a king post with curved struts, a 
queen post or a hammerbeam. Any of 
these trusses mounted above a porch or

of entering a magical forest of sturdy 
trunks and graceful limbs. 

These trusses can either be deco- 
rative or structural, meaning they can 
be merely for show or they can carry 
the weight of a roof system above. Ei- 
ther way, you’ll pay nearly the same 
amount for the craftsmanship and 
materials. “That’s why I prefer they 
earn their keep,” says Hillbrand. 
“Plus, to protect the timbers from 
weather, I recommend generous over- 
hangs. Your trusses can support that 
overhang.” 

Porches are another favorite for 
incorporating frame elements, says 
Anne Sternquist, co-owner with hus- 
band Bob of Timbercraft Homes in Te- 
cumseh, Michigan. On the company’s 
“Clarkston Place” design, it created a 


wraparound timbered porch in front, a 
wraparound deck in back and a ham- 
merbeam truss above the entryway. 
The combination is particularly pleas- 
ing to the eye, she says. 

Frames of windows can also be 
flanked in timbers. Hillbrand takes it a 
step further by installing delicate verti- 
cal or horizontal branches on the exte- 
rior of a large bank of windows. “You ac- 
tually attach it to the window frame, but 
it adds a wonderful organic expression 
to the outside of the home,” she says. 

Gable trusses and decorative brack- 
ets between the eaves and the walls 
also add style to the exterior and draw 
visitor’s eyes upward. And if you don’t 
want to invest in a garage, a porte- 
cochere could be your solution. This 
roofed structure that provides shelter 
while entering or leaving the front 


door also can display graceful trusses 
and braces. 

If you’re looking to add these kinds 
of accents to your exterior, you’ll need 
to budget for this in the design stage. 
“If you only have $5,000 in your bud- 
get to devote to exterior accents. I’d 
spend the money elsewhere because 
you’re not going to get what you truly 
want,” advises Sternquist. “But if you 
have more money in your budget, 
then you can really make the exterior 
come alive.” 

OUTSIDE ELEMENTS 

If money’s tight during construction, 
all is not lost. There are decorative ele- 
ments you can add to your home site 
after you build. 

One of the staple images of old west- 
erns is the entry gate — the two vertical 
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poles and horizontal cross beam that 
marks the entrance to the ranch. Tim- 
ber home owners are adding an entry 
gate to their drive with enchanting re- 
sults, naming their property or even at- 
taching a logo or replica of their brand 
if they’re ranchers. 

Another favorite option among re- 
cent home buyers is the out building 
with timber accents. This can run the 
gamut from a barn, garage, pool house, 
boathouse, hot tub or barbecue shelter 
to sunrooms, patio shade structures 
or a portico that links a garage to the 
backdoor. All can be constructed with 
timber accents or full timber frames to 
underscore your home’s design. 

If you have school-age children 
and the driveway is too long for quick 
dashes to the bus, you may opt to erect 
a small shelter to shield them from the 


elements. This can be adorned with 
mortise-and-tenon joinery, as can a 
playhouse in the backyard, which can 
become the center for hundreds of 
hours of fun for your kids. 

If you’d like a space to relax or com- 
mit time to a hobby, think about a gar- 
den shed with timber-frame hligree. 
You’ll have plenty of room to spread 
out all your materials and a private 
workspace built with understated el- 
egance. 

You don’t need to invest thousands 
of dollars to bring timber highlights 
to your home site, either. Lampposts, 
trellises and other landscaping ac- 
cents can add a rustic appeal to your 
surroundings. Something as simple 
as timber accented furniture for your 
porch can add charm and suggest 
what’s inside. 


PRESERVE & DISPLAY 

Once you invest in these graceful dis- 
plays of craftsmanship, you’ll want to 
protect it from Mother Nature’s wrath. 
Apply log sealants and stain annually 
(especially for any south-facing wood) , 
and check for insect infestation. For 
landscaping applications, such as lamp- 
posts or trellises, you may want to em- 
ploy treated lumber that resists decay. 

To make sure your investment is 
visible after the sun goes down, install 
landscape lighting to illuminate it. ‘You 
don’t want something as bright as Las 
Vegas,” warns Hillbrand. “I prefer a 
more subtle approach. But it’s helpful 
to have the lights shine on whatever 
aspect of the design you’re particularly 
proud of.” 

In other words, you might want to 
get a lot of lights. ■

I ometimes you have to be 
.smart enough to know 
*what you don’t know.” 

This, according to Greg Olsen, has 
been one of the key secrets to success 
during his timber-home building proj- 
ect in the Massachusetts Berkshires 
in upstate New York. In his case, this 
meant coming to the table with strong 
ideas about the dream home he and 
his family wanted to build, but knowing 
when to stop and listen to the experts. 
“The members of our team were al- 
ways helping me make the right deci- 
sion,” Greg says. 

This sentiment rang true during 
the beginning of the home’s hnish- 


ing stage, especially when the Olsens 
were picking paints for the home’s in- 
terior spaces. Dedicated to building an 
environmen tally-friendly house, Greg 
and Dee had chosen a no-VOC paint 
brand, but thought twice after speaking 
with their professional painter, Lonnie 
Thorn of LT’s Painting. “He explained 
that this particular brand of paint was 
incredibly difficult to apply and would 
need a primer,” explains Greg. “At his 
suggestion we opted for a low-VOC 
paint instead, with no primer needed. 
It saved so much time and really was a 
lifesaver. Plus, when we walked in the 
home after he was hnished, there was 
no smell of fumes. He really delivered.” 


Pioneer Millworks, one of the part- 
ners on the project, also helped steer 
the Olsens in the direction of one of 
the most impressive style statements 
in the house: the reclaimed bar sid- 
ing (above). “The siding is a stunner,” 
Greg says. “It’s one of the things that 
really makes the house look like it 
sprung up from the mountain and has 
been there for years.” 

“When you’re talking to these 
professionals about choices for your 
home and they offer advice and solu- 
tions, listen,” Greg suggests. “It really 
makes you stop and think ‘Thank you 
so much! This is even better than I 
thought it could be.’”
